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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on December 27, 2004, in which 
claims 1,10 and 1 1 were amended and claims 12-27 added. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's argument with respect to claim 1 1 has been considered but is moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Claims 1-27 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 11, 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 1 1 is directed to data per se, not tangibly embodied on a medium; it is therefore 
claiming non- functioning descriptive information. Specifically, claim 1 1 recites a data message 
comprising at least one predetermined error (notice, the data message is not stored on any 
medium). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1 - 1 0, and 1 2- 1 9 are allowed. 
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Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

• US Patent No. 6167136 to Chou discloses a method for preventing copying of digital 
video disks. Chou teaches the steps of combining analog information signal with noise 
signal, encrypting the combined data with a key derived from the noise signal, reading, 
decompressing and decrypting the data. The data is then converted to an analog signal 
and combined with a noise correction signal derived form the key to eliminate the noise 
signal added to the analog information signal. 

• US Patent No. 5832084 to Park discloses a recording method of digital magnetic 
recording medium for copyright protection and variable speed playback. 

• US Publication No. 2004/0128514 to Rhoads discloses a watermark signal embedded in 
an audio signal that prohibits recording of data. 

• WO 98/08180 to Sollish et al discloses a digital optical media authentication and copy 
protection method 

• "Copy Detection Mechanisms for Digital Documents" to Brin et al. discusses copy 
prevention and detection. 

• "Hide and Seek announces non-intrusive CD copy protection" to Starrett discusses Hide 
and Seek Technologies' copy protection technology.
